WASHINGTON, April 4. —~Without &
word of dlscussion of the merits of
the measure, the senate today passed
(he rives and harbor bll), carrying In
approprintions about $70,000,000. , Bo
thoroughly had the bill heen consid-
ered by the commerce committee that
every senator was ocontent that It
should pass as reported from the com-
mittee. All amendments of the coms-
mittee were agreed *o in the course of
reading the measure.

Mitchell, of Oregon, read a siate-
ment of the proposed improvement of
the Columbia river between The Dallns
and Celflo, reviewing the work al-
ready done, looking to that Improve-
ment. Hz sald that no more Import-

ant proposition was involved In the
bill than that relating to thls improve-
ment and he urgv.-d that the conference
commiites should Ineist upon the
amendment insected in the measure by
the senate committee. The LIll was
passed without further commient.
The house today entered upon the
conslderation of the military audvﬂ}
hill.
